Col,  vValter  rushes  into  succeeding  issues  of 
SCRIP,  TALK  with  a  resounding  BANG  I  The  pages  unfold  before 
him  without  much  reason,  until  at  last  they  are  put  in  order  and 
he  has  an  issue.  He  numbers  the  auctionAtems  left  to  right, 

’cause  that’s  -easier  then  top  to  bottom,  and  he  really  doesn’t  know 
when  he.  is  going  to  finish  the  page  -  not  until  there  isn’t  any  more 
room  left. 


I’m  not  taking  picks  on  Walter,  'cause  I  couldn’t 
(and  don't  want  to)  do  it  myself. 

When  you  receive  your  next  issue  of  SCRIP  TALK 
note  the  Volume  Number  at  the  left,  under  the  mast  head.  The  last 
issue  (which  was  50)  should  have  been  51.  Using  the  51  as  an  index, 
the  first  page  could  be  51-1.  Mark  it.  The  front  of  all  successive 
sheets  are  odd  numbers,  (no  need  to  mark  the  even  numbers)  so 
mark  them,  even  before  you  read  them,  to  keep  them  in  order  -  51-1, 
51-3,  51-5,  etc.  ...  If  the  last  sheet  is  the  auction  bid  sheet,  don’t 
count  it,  unless  there  is  something  on  it  of  worth.  If  you  keep  the 
bid  sheet,  with  nothing  on  the  back,  six  times  a  year  for  ten  years, 
you’ll  be  keeping  60  sheets  of  unimportant  paper.  On  the  other  hand, 
blank  paper  is  very  expensive,  and  these  sheets  can  be  turned  over, 
stapled  together  and  make  fine  scratch  paper. 

I  take  the  numbered  pages  and  punch  them  to  fit  a 
loose  leaf  binder.  When  the  binder  is  full  -  about  three  years  -  I 
remove  the  contents  and  fasten  them  together  with  brass  split 
fasteners,  reinforcing  the  spine  with  cardboard.  Now  I  can  write 
the  years  on  the  spine. 

Look  for  past  issues  of  SCRIP  TALK  to  have  some 
value  in  years  to  come.  I  wish  I  had  kept  back  issues  of  THE  COMPANY 
STORE  -  they  are  collector's  items  now.

SCRIP  NOTES  ::  By:  Harold  A.  Lee,  Morgantown,  West  Va. 

•  BORGMANJ UPPLY ^COMPANY:  (A  brief  history  as  told  to  Ambrose  Broiler 

by  James  W.  Borgman) 

The  original  store  located  at  Mattingl  ey  Crossing,  W.Va.  was 
started  in  1890  by  Christopher  Borgman.  Christopher  Borgman  opened  the 
first  Borgman  coal  mine  in  1908.  Four  years  later,  in  ,1912,  he  died  leaving 
the  mines  and  store  to  eight  sons  and  daughters.  In  1915  the  Borgman  heirs 
leased  the  store  to  George  H.  Rhodes  who  operated  it  until  1920.  At  that 
time,  Rhodes  leased  the  store  and  sold  the  merchandise  to  James  W.  Borgman. 
James  W „  Borgman  operated  the  store  until  1925,  at  which  time  the  heirs  of 
Christopher  Borgman  did  not  renew  the  lease.  The  heirs  took  over  the 
operation  and  renamed  it  the  "Borgman  Supply  Company."  Although  the  ' 
original  store  building  burned  at  a  later  date,  the  store  was  rebuilt  and  is 
operating  today  at  the  same  location. 

James  W.  Borgman  built  a  new  store  on  the  Borgman  home  place 
in  1925  and  operated  it  until  1930,  when  it  burned.  Mr.  Borgman  did  not 
rebuild  the  store  but,  instead,  continued  to  work  in  the  Borgman  mines  and 
at  a  later  date  operated  many  mines  of  his  own  in  Preston  County. 

George  H.  Rhodes  retired  from  the  store  business  to  his  home 
in  Howesville,  W.Va.

EXCERPTS  FROM  A  REVIEW  OF  EDKINS'  CATALOGUE  OF  COAL  COMPANY  STORE  SCRIP  AS  PUBLISHED 

IN  THE  OCTOBER  1977  ISSUE  OF  "WESTERN  TOKEN  LEDGER"  AS  WRITTEN  BY  DUANE  H.  FEISEI _ 

(Used  with  permission  of  the  author  -  Duane  H.  Feisel)  ... 

"The  long-awaited  catalogue  of  coal  company  store  scrip  has  finally  made  its 
debut,  and  will  be  welcomed  with  open  arms  by  collectors.  Some  10,000  different 
tokens  are  listed  in  this  work  involving  over  five  years  of  compilation.  Almost 
every  collector  has  an  accumulation  or  collection  of  these  tokens,  and  now  they 
can  be  attributed  and  valued. 

In  using  the  catalogue  to  identify  and  catalogue  'some  of  the  coal  scrip  I 
have,  I  found  the  listing  arrangement  to  be  very  convenient  and  logical.  The 
listings  are  not  crowded  together,  and  specific  pieces  are  quite  easy  to  locate. 

A  maverick  index  helps  with  those  pieces  not  having  the  location  as :  part  of  the 
inscription.  .  .  '*  » 

Most  of  the  listings  are,  naturally,  for  the  eastern  and;  southern  states  where 
most  of  the  coai  mining  industry  is  concentrated.  ,In  fact,  about  85%  of  thelistings 
are  from  the  states  of  TN,  KY,  PA,  VA  and  WV.  Of  the  western  states,  CD,  OK,  TX 
and  UT  each  have  severalpages  of  listings.  The  remaining  western  states  have  few 
or  no  listings. . .there  are  no  listings  for  CA,  NV,  OR,  HA  or  AK  (although  I  think 
I  may  have  a  California  token!).- 

■Perhaps  coal  companies  got  into  a  lot  of  other  things  besides  coal,  but  I 
noted  tokens  listed  for  companies  involved  in  lumber,  clay  products,  steel,  rolling 
and  forging. mills,  refractories,  realty  and  general  stores. 

I  don't  know  what  the  abbreviation  "c/s"  means  in  the  catalogue. (most  numis¬ 
matists  use  that  notation  for  "counter  stamped"),  but  I  finally  figured  out  that 
when  it  occurs  together  with  a  coal  company  name,  it  denotes  that  that  particular 
set'  of'  tokens  was  in  some  way  related  to  that  coal  company.  At  least  that  is  what 
I  think  is  meant.  This  should  have  been  commented  upon. 

The  photographs  are  few  in  number  compared  to  the  total  number  of  pieces 
listed.  The  quality  of  the  photographs  is  quite  uneven  -  some  are  clear  and  sharp, 
while  others  are  impossible  to  read.  Perhaps  that  is  related  to, the  printing 
process  or  the  paper,  but  in  the  copy  of  the  catalogue  I  have,  there  is  a  wide 
variation  in  quality. 

j  There  are  some  typographical  errors,  unavoidable  in  a  work  of  this  magnitude 
and  complexity.  The  typography  is  uneven  through  the  book  -  some  lines  are  uneven, 
there  are  awkward  blank  places  in  the  middle  of  some  pages,  ‘there  are  variations 
in  the  layout  in  different  parts  of  the  catalogue  and  the  page  numbers  are  not  out 
to  the  margins  where  they  would  have  been  more  convenient.  In  no  way  do  these 
criticisms  detract  from  the  usefullness  of  the  catalogue,  however. 

In  some  cases,  tokens  inscribed  with -'a  given  location  were  used  at  a  different 
location,  and  are  catalogued  under  the  location  where  used.  Usually  there  is  a 
note  under  the  location  contained  in  the  'inscription  on  the  token,  but  in  some 
cases  this  cross-reference  note  was  not  furnished  (such  as  pieces  listed  for  AL 
595  and  IA  1693). 

I  said  there  were  no  CA  tokens  listed.  That  is  not  quite  correct  as  I  find 
a  Century  Mining  Co.  (quicksilver  mine  in  Guadalupe,  Santa  Clara  County,  CA)  listed 
under  Century,  UU.  Apparently  not  all  the  listings  have  been  thoroughly  researched. 
In  the  same  vein,  I  find  a  number  of  pieces  listed  where  the  token  inscription  gives 
no  hint  that  it  is  a  coal  company  store,  and  there  is  no  information  provided  in 
the  qatalogue  to  suggest  an  association  with  a  specific  coal  company. 

The  terms  "milled"  and  "knurled"  are  used  in  some  places  in  the  listings.  I 
assume  they  mean  the  term  in  more  general  use  by  collectors  as  "reeded  edge". 

The  "title"  page  is  not  very  well  done,  and  does  not  do  credit  to  the 
catalogue.  I  note  the  book  does  not  carry  a  copyright  notice  —  perhaps  no  copy¬ 
right  was  desired. 

All  in  all  this  is  a  pretty  well  done  and  extremely  useful  catalogue  which 
deserves  to  be  in  the  library  of  every  token  collector.  The  National  Scrip  Col¬ 
lectors  Association  is  an  active,  dedicated  organization,  and  I  expect  to  see

few  years....

A  couple  of  errors  in  the  last  Q.  &  A.  column  showed  a  dollar 
used  in  the  Panther  Coal  Co.,  Roseann,  when  it  should  have  been  a 
half  dollar  (Panther,  W.  Va.)  being  used  at  the  Roseann  store.  An 
error  of  omission  was  the  fact  that  we  learned  that  the  Iloffrneier 
&  Deegans  token  had  Glen  Jean  on  it.  Interesting  what  you  can 
learn  by  reviewing  old  issues  of  SCRIP  TALK. 

A  recommendation  Ifd  like  to  pass  on  to  all  collectors  who 
send  information  about  new  listings  for.  Don’s;  book  is  to  include 
metal  of  token.  Many  errors  (or  possible  vanities)  in  reference 
to  the  listings  have  been  discovered  when  I  reviewed  my  col¬ 
lection  to 'change  to  the  new  directory.  Many  pieces  were  noted 
as  brass,  but  I  had  copper  specimens.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  pennies,  where  more  varities  exist  than  for  any  other  denom¬ 
ination.  I  also  learned  that  I  had  many  pieces  which  were  not 
shown.  For -example,  I  had  complete  sets  for  several  companies 
and  only  two  or  three  pieces  were  reflected  in  the  book,  V/  1th 
the  wealth  of  info  which  is  coming  forth,  the  revision  should  be 
a  doozie.  Instead  of  10,000  pieces,  matbe  we  can  get  that  total 
up  to  15,000.  With  the  help  of  all,  this  could  be  a  reality. 

Another  thing  I  learned  is  that  some  collectors  have  pieces 
which  will  complete  sets  for  me.  This  is  an  added  bonus  for 
users  of  Edkins ’  book.  Also,  the  listing  by  towns  give  an  over¬ 
all  view  of  coal  history  for  a  given  town.  I  believe  the  plusses 
by  far  outweigh  the  errors.  A  great  job,  Don.
